IRS investigating Lompoc Flight Service 


Santa 
Barbara 
County 
was 
operating Lompoc Aii^jort today in 
tne wake of an investigation by the 
Internal Revenue Service that has 
effectively ended Lompoc Flight 
Service’s seven-year operation. 


County officials headed by Fourth 
District 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie were on hand this morning 
as IRS field agents inventoried 
physical property at the airport. An 


official said the IRS had “ attached” 
the airport facility because of the 
failure of Lompoc Flight Service to 
pay some $12,000 to $14,000 in 
withholding taxes. 


An 
investigation 
was 
also 
underway into other aspects of the 
airport operation. Beattie declined 
to speculate on the possibility that 
investigators 
were 
looking 
for 
evidence of mismanagement by 


Lompoc 
Flight 
Service 
under 
leadership of the late William 
Riggs. 


Beattie said the county acted 
yesterday to take over when it 
became apparent that the 1RS 
attachment would prevent Lompoc 
Flight Service from fulfilling its 
contractual 
obligations 
for 
operation of the airport. Federal 
Aviation Agency regulations require 


that the airport facility continue to 
operate 
with 
all 
services 
for 
landings and takeoffs. 


Today’s actions came in the wake 
of a reported meeting in Santa 
Maria yesterday between the IRS 
and Patricia Riggs widow of Riggs 
and associate in the flight service 
corporation. 
Riggs died several 
weeks ago. 
The IRS reportedly issued an 


ultimatum to Mrs. Riggs to come up 
with the $12,000 to $14,000 by 10 a.m. 
today or submit to the attachment of 
all the airport property. The hour of 
10 a m came and went this morning 
without any visible sign that the IRS 
was doing anything except inventory 
the facility. 


Mrs. Riggs could not be reached 
for comment. Her attorney, Jerry 
Brown of Santa Barbara reportedly 


told the Santa Barbara County 
Counsel that those in command of 
the flight service were prepared to 
enter bankruptcy proceedings. 
The county owns both Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez Airports and has leased 
them to fixed base operators for the 
day to day operation. The county’s 
Airport Commission serves as an 
advisory body to the Board of 
Supervisors, actual authority over 
the two facilities.

George A. Spater, chairman of

contributions totalling $75,000” were 
solicited from the airline by Herbert 


Kalmbach, Nixon’s personal lawyer. 
Kalmbach said American was 
“ among those from whom $100,000 
was expected,” Spater claimed. 
Under federal law, corporate 
contributions to political campaigns 
are 
barred.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Con­ 
gressional 
investigators 
have 
referred to the Justice Depart­ 
ment “ apparent violations” of the 
law in the transfer of some of 
President Nixon’s campaign funds 
to a Maryland group that organized 
a dinner honoring Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew. 
The General Accounting Office 
(GAO), the investigatory arm of 
Congress, reported Thursday it had 
made the referral to Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson. 
The GAO said it also had learned 
of another “ apparent violation” 
—the acceptance by the "Salute to 
Ted Agnew Night Committee” of 
$47,600 in campaign contributions by 
corporations. Since 1925, corpora­ 
tions have been barred from making 
gifts to candidates for federal office. 


In a statement, Agnew said he 
took “ no part, direct or indirect, in 
the 
solicitation, 
collection 
or 
reporting” of funds by the Maryland 
committee. He said he did not know 
of the loan of Nixon committee 
funds until it was reported in the 
E 
ress. Agnew also pointed out that 
e was not a candidate for vice 
president at the time of the dinner 


last spring. 
GAO 
officials 
undertook 
an 
investigation after Hugh W. Sloan 
Jr., the youthful former treasurer of 
the Finance Committee to Re-elect 
the President, 
told 
the Senate 
Watergate Committee of trans­ 
ferring $50,000 in cash to the salute 
committee. 
Ticket sales were lagging and the 
committee wanted to make the 
dinner on May 19, 1972 look more 
successful, Sloan related. 
The unreported transfers were 
illegal, the GAO said. 
It particularly accused Blagden H. 
Wharton, treasurer of the salute 
committee, 
of 
“ knowingly 
and 
willfully making a false, fictitious or 
fraudulent statement” to the GAO in 
listing 31 fictitious donors to account 
for the $50,000 and then “ willfully 
subscribing under oath to material 
he believed to be untrue.” 


Wharton, a vice president of 
Maryland 
National 
Bank, 
was 
charged June 19 with four counts of 
violating Maryland state law. 
As for the gifts from corporations, 
the salute committee argued before 
the GAO that its handling of them 
was proper.

Under law, corporate officers and 
employees are allowed to give funds 
to political campaigns even though 
the corporation itself is barred. 
“ We need stronger campaign 
financing laws. The present laws are 
hypocritical,” Spater said in a 
statement released by the airline.

contribute. "I knew Mr. Kalmbach 
to be both the President’s personal 
counsel and counsel for our major 
competitor. I concluded that a 
substantial response was called 
for,” he said.

Farm, wholesale prices up in June 


WASHINGTON (UPI > -With farm 
prices increasing at a record pace, 
wholesale prices shot up 2.4 per cent 
in 
June, 
the 
biggest 
monthly 
increase in more than 22 years, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
today. 
Unemployment fell below 5 per 
cent for the first time in three years. 
The jobless figures for June 
dropped to 4 8 per cent, the BLS 
said. 
The Labor Department’s sta­ 
tistics 
bureau 
said 
the 
June 
wholesale price report did not 
reflect President Nixon’s June 11 
price freeze since the prices were 
checked before the ceiling was 


clamped on. The July Wholesale 
Price Index (WPI) to be released 
next 
month 
should 
reflect the 
freeze. 
The 2 4 per cent wholesale price 
increase last month was the biggest 
jump since a 2 5 per cent increase in 
January, 1951 and continued the 
sharp climb in wholesale prices 
since President Nixon s Phase III 
controls began in January. 
Wholesale prices now have risen 
47 per cent over the past year, an 
all-time record for a 12-month 
period 
Biggest reason for the sharp jump 
in the WPI was a huge increase in 
the prices of farm products and 


processed foods and feeds. 
Prices of farm products went up 
7.0 per cent, an all-time record since 
the present series of statistics were 
started in 1947. The previous high 
was a 6 8 per cent increase in March 
of 1947 and again last December. 
The BLS said the higher farm 
prices were led by a 23 4 per cent 
increase for hay, hay seeds and 
oilseeds, a 19 1 per cent increase for 
grains, and a 16 3 per cent jump for 
eggs Livestock prices went up only 
2 7 per cent while live poultry prices 
increased 2 3 per cent. 
The BLS said grain prices now 
have risen 89 per cent over the past 
year.

Because hill-collected rainwater dumps 
into town from Rudolph Canyon, south of 
Hapgood School, and runs through the city 
from E ast to West and South to North, 
m ost of the West side’s flood w ater will 
also be collected before it ever gets there.

the new storm drain would have handled all 
but five without flooding.

How effective will the storm drain 
system be? 
The system is designed to handle a 2.3- 
year flood, that is, an eight hour storm of a 
m agnitude which we would expect every 
2.3 years. 
But Lefkowitz and City Engineer Barry 
Gustafson assure that it will be much more 
effective than this sounds. H ere’s how: 
— The year vs. storm ratio is m isleading. 
It reflects peak flow more accurately than 
total volum e. A 10-year storm will pour 
only 10 per cent m ore water volum e into 
town than a 2.3 year storm . 
This would surpass the drain system ’s 
capacity, but only to the extent, Lefkowitz, 
calculates, that there would be two or three 
inches in the worst intersections for no 
longer than 45 m inutes or so. To design for 
a 
10-year 
storm , 
though, 
would 
cost 
another $200,000: a lot to pay for 10 per cent 
more volum e every 10 years.

Avalanche of assessment appeals expected

County Reporter 
The first county property assessment 
appeals were on fife today with the County 
Board of Equalization calling for huge 
assessment cuts on undeveloped properties 
adversely affected by South Coast area 
water and sewer connection moratoriums. 


At the same time, many attorneys, 
looking forward to doing a landoffice 
business in appeal filings this summer, 
were taking out appeal application forms 
by the hundreds and even a thousand in 
some cases. 


New coordinator

Initial protests comprising five parcels 
in the Montecito area, where moratoriums 
are in effect, allege that market values are 
down to the point where it is necessary to 
request $180,000 in reductions, and up to 90 
per cent in some cases. 
The lower assessments are sought on the 
basis of what the property owners feel 
their parcels are now worth 
The Board of Equalization, comprising 
the five county supervisors, expect to start 
hearings by early fall. They have been 
warned to expect 2,000 or more appeal 
filings this year, about double last year’s 


load. But others close to the property tax 
picture say even more than this figure 
might

to

general 
unhappiness about the moratoriums and an 
assessor’s reappraisal project this year 
adding $17 million in market valuation to 
county properties. 
Another stimulant to the appeal load is

properties they cannot currently develop, 
to ask for reduced assessments.

Virtually all rubber bridge 
players know about Blackwood 
convention and tend to drag it 
out on the slightest provoca­ 
tion. Most of them seem to 
think it illegal to bid a slam 
unless at some stage on the 
way one of the partners mur­ 
murs “Four no-trump.” 
South's four no-trump bid il­ 
lustrates this. He holds 19 
points. His partner has given 
him a jump raise. Naturally 
enough, he is interested in a 
slam and goes right into Black­ 
wood. 
This bid gives North no prob­ 
lem. He has one ace and re­ 
sponds five diamonds. 


SIDE GLANCES 


Now we get back to South. 
He knows there is an ace 
against him. He looks at his 
two little diamonds and decides 
to stop at five and win the rub­ 
ber. Six wraps up and he asks 
North, “How could I tell which 
ace you held?” 
North doesn't bother to an­ 
swer. The rubber is over and 
the score marked down. 
We can answer. There was 
no way, but there was no rea­ 
son for South to use Blackwood. 
He should have bid four clubs 
after the three-spade response. 
This would have made iteasy 
for North to bid four diamonds 
to show that ace whereupon 
South could have jumped right 
to six spades or gone into 
Blackwood to see if North 
might hold two aces.

They call it the “ Casting Blues Dinner” . But everyone 
looked pleased as they talked excitedly and ate Santa 
Maria barbecue in the student center at Allan Hancock 
College three weeks ago. 
Donovan Marley, director of the summer Pacific 
Conservatory of the Performing Arts (PCPA), now in its 
ninth season at AHC, had prepared them for this moment 
three days before. 
“ Some of you are going to be heartbroken. Some of you 
are going to lose roles you would have easily won 
somewhere else,” he told the 49 student-actors and 
actresses who were chosen for PCPA from auditions 
held in California and other states last spring. 
He added, earnestly: “ After casting, you should look 
at yourself. If you know you can not accept your position 
in the company effectively than you should not stay.” 
This was part of Marley’s welcoming remarks to the 
1973 company. Present were about 130 people: student 
actors and actresses, artists-in- residence, directors, 
designers, and technicians from colleges, universities, 
and professional acting companies across the country. 
Immediately after his address that Friday afternoon in 
the performing arts theater, prepared auditions started. 
The theater was cleared and closed to everyone except 
for the five directors, ten artists-in-residence, and 
Marley. 
Jeff Combs, a AHC student from Lompoc, walked on

stage and did a humorous selection from “ Things That 
Go Bump in the Night” . 
A hefty blond from San Francisco was next. She got 
down on her knees, transformed into an ugly, pathetic 
girl and confessed killing her unkind mother. 
Except for three pink plastic chairs and a crumpled 
piece of white paper, student-actors perform alone on 
stage. The directors view each audition and say nothing. 
Their aim is to select actors they feel would best fit 
where in their shows, if at all. 
“ It’s the prepared auditions that are hell for me,” one 
student-actress said. 
A favorable sign of how an actor did in auditions is how 
many call-backs he is wanted for the next day. Most 
likely a call-back means a director noted the actor and 
would like him to come back to read a role from the 
script; the director hasn’t yet decided who he’ll cast in 
that part. The next day was Saturday. All day call-backs 
for this summer’s five plays were held by each director 
in different rooms on campus. Some student-actresses 
talked outside on the grass, waiting for their time to go 
in. 
“ Where’s Tina?” 
“ I don't know. She went somewhere and I think she 
was upset because she didn’t get any call-backs.” 
“ Oh, that’s terrible. Call-backs for ‘Music Man’ 
haven’t been posted yet. Tell her that when you see her.” 
In the student center, Director James Dunn, theater 
arts head at the College of Marin during the school year, 
conducts call-backs for “ The Caucasian Chalk Circle” . 
About 15 students are present. 
“ OK, who wants to read Ludovica?” asks Dunn. 


Several student- actresses raise their hand. “ OK, we’ll 
start down here and go around.” 
It’s unexpected. Six actresses read the same lines, but 
at least four discernible Ludovicas come to mind, each 
separated by tone, accent, and conception. 
Dunn is surprising too. One would expect a director, in 
a stereotype way, to hint at impatience or disregard for 
actors. But Dunn is patient, sympathetic; he treats a 
group of actors equally. 


“ Casting, for me: its my albatross. I know so many 
people will be heartbroken,’’ Dunn says. 
He is a former actor who knows that, no matter how 
many times you have been on stage, auditions create 
incredible pressure. Sometimes a nervous actor may not 
do as well as he could, so Dunn tries to make the 
situation as comfortable as possible, he explained. 


Castings — who’ll play which role in this summer’s 
PCPA productions — were scheduled to be posted the 
next day at 5:30 p.m. in hallway in the performing arts 
center, an hour and a half before the “ Casting Blues 
Dinner” started. There were more call-backs that 
morning, but the company had the afternoon off. 
Marley advised them Friday, “ Enjoy it because 
Sunday afternoon will be the last day you have off until 
the end of July.” 


They posted the castings at 5:20. No large, surging 
crowd waited for the moment. Eight student-actors read 
the lists quietly and carefully. Then five students roared 
in. 
“ I ’m a barber, I’m a barber,” one repeated in delight. 
“ What! I’m in ‘Arsenic and Old Lace’ and I didn’t even 
read for it.” 
“ Where’s Tina? She almost slashed her wrists pre­ 
deciding she didn’t get cast.” 
All company members are invited to the “ Casting 
Blues Dinner” to “ get acquainted, celebrate, or 
console.” The directors and Marley serve barbecue, 
beans, and salad and wait on the rest of the company. 
Everyone was there, including Tina McKenna. She 
came in wearing a brilliant red knit dress. She seemed 
lightened, but not elated. She had reason to feel happy, 
however. She was cast as Fiipote in “ Tartuffe” and 
Alma Hix in “ Music Man” . 
Although no one looked blue that evening, some 
student-actors didn’t make out as well as Tina. 
“ There were a couple of pretty blue people there. And 
one person left the company,” Marley affirmed later. 
“ It was somebody who did two leads last year. Our 
company is much stronger this year and the types (of 
actors) we need are different. He was passed over and 
would have ended up doing the chorus in two musicals. 
He came in and talked to me about it and said he has 
done chorus in 50 musicals. He came here to learn other 
things and he said he would not be growing. And I agreed 
with him.”

Director Russell Treyz 
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Krogh faces grand jury, takes fifth amendment 


LOS ANGELES < UPI > — Former White House aide Egil 
” Bud 
Krogh, who once accepted responsibility for the 
Ellsberg burglary, took the 5th Amendment Thursday 
before the grand jury investigating the crime. 
Krogh spent only five minutes before the “ Watergate 
West grand jury, made a brief statement to reporters that 
took less than a minute, then left. 
Although the grand jury proceedings are secret, it was 


apparent from the in-and-out appearance by Krogh. the 
climactic witness before the panel, that he had refused to 
testify. The Los Angeles Times today quoted sources close 
to the case as saying Krogh took the 5th Amendment. 
He was expected to be the last witness of significant 
importance until the grand jury reconvenes Sept. 4, when 
District Attorney Joseph Busch indicated he will seek 
criminal indictments. 


“ We re not here for the fun of it. the district attorney 
said. 
Krogh, in his letter to President Nixon resigning from the 
government, said it was his “ overwhelming desire to take 
responsibility” for the burglary at the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist by the White House “ plumbers ” 
The break-in was one of the factors cited by the judge in the 
Pentagon Papers trial for dismissing all charges against 


Daniel Ellsberg on grounds ol “ pervasive government 
misconduct 


Krogh had agreed to appear voluntarily before the grand 
lury. but later backed out on the grounds, according to his 
lawyer, that he was the main target of the investigation 
He was subpoenaed and brought from Washington on 
orders of a federal judge 


Couple survived on rain water 


SEOUL 
(UPI) 
A British couple 
rescued after drifting for 117 days on a life 
raft in the Pacific said today they survived 
on rain water, 30 turtles, eight seagulls and 
six sharks. 
Michael Bailev. 41. and his 32-vear-old 
wife were picked up by a South Korean 
fishing boat on June 30 but the story of 
their ordeal was not disclosed 
until 
Thursdav. 
“ We are happy now,” Bailey told a 
Seoul newspaper, “ but we will not sail a 
boat again.” 
The newspaper Hankook Ilbo said it 
talked by radio for 20 minutes with skipper 
Suh Jungil and the Baileys, en route to the 
South Korean port of Pusan aboard the 
vessel Weolmi The ship is scheduled to 
dock early next month. 
Bailey, a printer, and his wife left 
England a year ago aboard an eight-ton 


yacht on an around the world voyage to 
New Zealand. They had left Panama on 
Feb. 26, they said, when the yacht sank 
after colliding with a whale March 4 about 
400 miles off Mexico. 
Then, they said, they pieced together two 
life rafts and began drifting. 
They drank rain water, the Bailevs said, 
and ate seagulls, turtles and sharks they 
caught with hooks fashioned from pins. 
Seven vessels passed without seeing 
them, the couple said, before the Weolmi 
approached. 
The skipper said he ordered his ship to 
approach cautiously after a crewman 
spotted an object bobbing in the water at a 
distance of about three miles. 
When rescued, the couple said, they were 
in “ extremely weak condition” and could 
hardly stand. 


No authority to ration gas? 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The federal 
government has no authority to enforce gas 
rationing and its other tough antismog 
proposals on Los Angeles and the rest of 
California, according to the state Air 
Resources Board. 
The board met Thursday in a special 
session on the Environmental Protection 
Agency's proposals released last month 
calling for a series of controls in the six- 
county South Coast Air Basin that could 
virtually halt use of personal cars by 1977. 


The board agreed that EPA could 
propose regional plans to meet smog-free 
standards of the federal Clean Air Act as 
required by law. But the five members 
emphastically 
insisted 
there 
was 
no 
authority, either civil or criminal, for the 
federal government to enforce its plans or 
require the state to implement them. 


The board also criticized as unworkable 
major portions of the announced plans for 
Los Angeles, including gas rationing. 


“ Is the EPA purporting to send the 
governor to jail if we don’t implement 
these plans?” chided board member R. 
Robert Brattain. “ Or will they jail the 
legislature for not enacting legislation to 
implement them?” 


William Simmons, staff counsel for the 
board, said the EPA was treading on the 
“ sovereignity of the state” by claiming 
enforcement power. 


Simmons said he requested an official 
opinion from Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger on the “ serious constitutional 
questions,” but it had not been prepared 
yet.

Bob Miller has been with a lot of teams and when he 
says the Detroit Tigers are the most “ professional' of 
all. it is time to listen 
“ This is a team of professionals,” Miller said 
Thursday night after the Tigers defeated the Cleveland 
Indians, 7-5, in 11 innings, for their 10th victory in 12 
games. “ This team plays professional baseball better 
than any team I’ve ever been with They do the little 
things. I think when it gets down to the end that the little 
things and the veterans will make the difference.

Cookie Rojas drove in five runs with a single and a 
homer to lead the Royals to victory over the Twins. John 
Mayberry also drove in a pair of runs for Kansas City, 
boosting his major league leading RBI total to 76 Paul 
Splittorff worked 6 2-3 innings to gain his 11th victory in 
16 decisions. 
Carl Yastrzemski collected three hits, including his 
11th homer, to lead the Red Sox to their eighth victory in 
11 games with the Yankees this season. The loss cut the 
Yankees' American League East Division lead to lVfc 
games over the idle Baltimore Orioles.

A shot that perplexes many 
golfers is trying to play a 
sidehill lie when the ball rests 
above your feet. Sam Snead, 
one of golf’s all-time master 
players, explains how to play 
this shot: 


"The greatest danger of the 
sidehill lie with your feet be­ 
low- the ball is that you have a 
tendency to stand away from 
the ball and use a baseball 
swing Instead of doing this, 
you should adjust your stance 
by concentrating your weight 
on the balls of your feet and 
toes. If you swing with your 
weight on your heels, you 11 
fall away from the shot and 
either miss it entirely or top 
the ball. 


"Play the ball about mid­ 
way between your feet and 
choke up a bit on the club. 
There is a tendency to hook 
shots from this type of lie. but 
you can compensate for this 
easily by aiming slightly to 
the right of your target.’’

The forehand stroke is one 
flowing motion which can be 
broken down into four com ­ 
ponents. 
The Backswing: The player 
always starts from the ready 
position The right shoulder 
and arms pivot while the 
head of the racket is brought 
slightly up and back It re­ 
mains perpendicular to the 
ground all the way and de­ 
scribes an arc until it points 
behind you.

Seed of police state 


It was a minor incident and no far- 
reaching conclusions should be drawn 
from the unfortunate experience of a 
demonstrator during a presidential visit to 
Pekin, 111., the other day. 
First, police and Secret Service agents 
made the man take his “Impeach N ixon1 
sign off its pole, then ordered him a 
remove it from its plywood backing. 
When he gave them an argument, they 
arrested him and, according to a wire 
service report, hustled him around a 
corner where an officer clamped metal 
keys over his mouth, jerking his head back 
and forcing him to his knees. Then he was 
handcuffed. 
If it was a case of “police brutality,11 or 
just the use of somewhat more physical 
force than might have been necessary, it is 
not the first time it has happened in this 
country, or anywhere else, and won’t be 
the last. And after all, presidents have 
been known to be assassinated during 
public appearances. 


Even if we grant this, however, and even 
if we dismiss the demonstrator as some 
sort of kook or troublemaker, there was 
also the unpleasant sight of a policeman 
with a rifle shouting from the top of a 
nearby building: “ Nopictures!”

What would he have done if some news 
photographer had taken a picture — shot 
him? 
Yet, the demonstator in Pekin may have 
been a kook, just as drug pushers may be 
“the very vermin of humanity,” as Myles 
J. Ambrose, a federal drug abuse official, 
said recently in defense of lawmen who 
have mistakenly broken into homes of 
innocent citizens and terrorized them on 
more than one occasion. 
But we could do worse than recall a 
statement 
attributed 
to 
an 
anti-Nazi 
martyr whose name at one time was well- 
known in America: 
“In Germany they first came for the 
Communists, 
and 
I 
didn't 
speak 
up 
because I wasn’t a Communist. Then they 
came for the Jews and I didn’t speak up 
because I wasn’t a Jew. Then they came 
for the trade unionists, and I didn’t speak 
up because I wasn’t a trade unionist. Then 
they came for the Catholics, and I didn't 
speak up because I was a Protestant. Then 
they came for me — and by that time no 
one was left to speak up.11

Can Nixon run country? 


WASHINGTON - The issue is no 
longer who is telling the truth and 
who 
is 
fasifying. 
The 
issue 
is 
whether President Nixon can govern 
the country for the next three years. 
With 
the 
m assive 
evidence 
accumulating the answer must be in 
the negative. And it is not alone 
Watergate. The disclosures about 
the chiseling on the Nixon private 
homes at San Clemente and Key 
Biscayne touch the average citizen 
struggling to keep up his mortgage 
payments and maybe fix up his 
backyard. 
The 
trouble 
is 
th at 
under 
the 
American 
presidential 
system , in contrast 
to 
parliam entary 
government, 
there 
are only two ways 
the office may be 
vacated. One is by 
resign ation , 
the 
o th e r 
by 
impeachment. 
The process of impeachment would 
paralyze the government to a far 
greater extent than the prolonged 
Senate hearings into the Watergate 
scandal. 
The House must vote articles of 
impeachment, which would be a 
lengthy 
and 
deeply 
disruptive 
process. Then the Senate must sit as 
a court 
with the Chief Justice 
presiding. In this case Chief Justice 
Warren Burger was appointed by 
President 
Nixon, 
and 
he would 
certainly 
be 
at 
odds 
with 
the 
Democratic 
majority 
trying 
the 
President. Thus a further element of 
dissension would be injected into 
what would surely 
be a fierce 
conflict enduring for weeks if not 
months 
Republicans who recoil in horrow 
from the very word impeachment 
seem to forget that they instituted 
that procedding not long ago. Rep 
Gerald Ford, minority leader in the 
House, proposed to impeach Justice 
William 
0 . 
Douglas 
for 
“ high 
crim es and misdemeanors” and he 
was joined by 109 other members. 
Ford asserted that an “ impeachable 
offense” is whatever the House with 
c o n c u r r e n c e 
of 
th e 
S en ate 
“considers (it) to be ” Seeming to 
give the Congress unlimited power, 
this shocked many observers. 
The charges against Douglas grew 
out of private financial dealings 
while he served on the court It is 
one thing, of course, to impeach a 
judge o f the high court and quite 


another to impeach a president of 
the United States. At the beginning 
of 
the last century 
articles of 
impeachment were brought against 
Justice Samuel Chase who was 
acquitted by the Senate. 
If impeachment is a source of 
even worse paralysis than presently 
prevails, 
the 
other 
recourse 
— 
resignation — calls for an act of will 
on the part of the President. No man 
in the office has ever resigned and 
the odds 
on 
Nixon 
taking 
this 
recourse are put at 70 to 1 or higher 
even. His friends are saying that it 
would be contrary to everything in 
his background and temperament to 
quit. 
What is shocking to this observer 
is to find influential Democrats on 
Capitol 
Hill 
playing 
politics 
as 
usual. 
We don’t want Nixon to 
resign, they are saying, for then we 
would have Spiro Agnew built into 
the office for three years. With an 
outpouring of public sympathy and 
with even moderate good luck he 
would be entrenched for 1976 and we 
would have a hard tim e finding a 
candidate who could beat him 
The politics of replacing Nixon 
with Agnew might turn out that 
way. Whether the Vice President in 
the 
President's office, 
seeminly 
untouched by the scandals, could 
govern the country 
and restore 
confidence is another matter. The 
opinion widely held 
is that the 
indices, including the New York 
Stock Exchange, will continue to 
drop until confidence is restored. 
In August 1923, just before a 
Senate investigation began to reveal 
the depths of the Teapot Dome 
s c a n d a l, 
P r e s id e n t 
W arren 
Gamaliel Harding died. If he had 
lived he would have been implicated 
in that scandal by the betrayal of his 
cronies whom he had appointed to 
high office. His Attorney General 
and his Secretary of Interior were 
deeply involved with payments by 
big oil men. 
The 
Vice 
President, 
Calvin 
Coolidge, inherited the office Silent 
Cal, as he was called, had said 
n othing. 
N am ing 
ab le 
and 
independent prosecutors, he stood 
clear of the wreckage. With rising 
prosperity in what was to become 
known as the Coolidge boom, he was 
re-elected in 
1924 over a weak 
candidate 
picked 
by 
the deeply 
divided Democrats. 
Teapot Dome was essentially a 
money scandal in comparison to 
Watergate, 
which 
goes 
to 
the 
corruption of the system itself 


Embedded in that corruption is the

WASHINGTON — Even among 
the 
strongest 
backers 
of 
the 
com m ercial nuclear power program 
in this country, the problem o f how 
to store the hot radioactive wastes 
is acknowledged as unsolved and 
potentially very dangerous. 
These radioactive wastes, many 
of which will remain lethally active 
for tens of thousands of years, are 
largely deposited in tanks at several 
central storage facilities. One of 
these storage depots is located at 
Richland, 
W ashington 
and 
is 
operated for the Atomic Energy 
Commission (AEC) by the Atlantic 
Richfield corporation. Since World 
War 
II, 
wastes 
from 
nuclear 
armament production, and more 
recently, from its nuclear power 
plants have accumulated there. 
On 
June 
8, 
a 
m a jo r 
lea k 
of 
radioactivity 
from 
tank 
106T at the 
Richland 
facility 
w as 
d iscovered . 
A E C 
o f f i c i a l s 
acknowledged 
five 
days 
la ter 
that 
115.000 
gallons 
of 
radioactive 
waste 
had leaked from the 
400.000 
g a llo n s 
stored in this tank 
into the soil from 
the bottom of the 
tank. 
At that tim e, according to AEC 
engineer, Dr. J. W. Pollock, the 
distance between tank 106T, which 
bottomed 50 feet underground, and 
the groundwater level below it was 
not specifically known. 
Both 
Dr. Pollock 
and 
Alex 
Fremling of the AEC’s Richland 
operations office, who is in charge 
of the investigation of this large 
leak, have stated that the AEC does 
not yet know how far into the ground 
the released radioactive m aterials 
have traveled. As has become all to 
customary, 
the AEC assures the 
p u b lic th a t 
no 
th r e a t 
of 
contamination exists but cannot or 
refuses to answer critical questions. 
The Union of Concerned Scientists 
(UCS), 
led by Professor Henry 
Kendall of MIT, is trying to question

AEC officials to determine the full 
range of deficiencies in the waste 
monitoring procedures at Richland. 
They have learned that subsequent 
to the discovery of the leak, the AEC 
asked Atlantic Richfield for “50 or 
60” documents but the agency would 
not disclose the nature of these 
documents. 
The 
scientists 
also 
learned that the AEC receives the 
m onitoring 
reports 
from 
its 
contractor not as taken but only on a 
quarterly basis, that no automatic 
alarm system was installed in tank 
106T to report liquid level drop and 
that AEC procedures were probably 
violated. 


Together with the UCS, I have 
requested replies from the AEC to a 
number of questions relating to the 
age and quality of the storage tanks, 
the extent of other leaks at the 
C om m ission ’s 
storage 
w a ste 
facilities, the precise nature of the 
w astes leaked and the ways by 
which these w astes can be detected 
and recovered from the earth. 
Atom ic 
Energy 
Com m ission 
spokesmen, such as Dr. 
F. 
R. 
Pittm an, have agreed with critics of 
the nuclear power program that no 
te c h n ic a lly 
or 
e c o n o m ic a lly 
acceptable method for long-term 
aaste disposal 
is 
yet available. 


Moreover, no scientist holds out 
much hope that these wastes can be 
detoxified — certainly not in the 
next several generations. Serious 
genetic damage, various kinds of 
cancers 
and, 
depending on 
the 
m assiveness of the dose, fairly 
sudden fatalities, can occur from 
exposure to these virulent wastes. 
For the most part, the potential 
longer range damage of this silent 
violence 
to 
present 
and 
future 
generations lulls people into a false 
sense of security. By the time the 
risks materialize into their human 
tragedies, it will be too late to do 
much about them. 
As more people learn more about 
the intractable radioactive waste 
problem and other risks and costs of 
the nuclear power plant program, 
more basic questions are being 
asked. Instead of continuing to pour 
b illio n s 
of 
ta x p a y e r s’ 
and 
consumers’ 
monies 
into nuclear 
fission 
plants, 
when 
will 
the 
Congress and the White House begin 
strong development programs for 
other forms of energy — from the 
sun, from geothermal sources, from 
the wind, from the gassification of 
coal, etc. — and for ways to reduce 
the profligate inefficiency of the 
present energy uses?

Nixon on safer ground 


WASHINGTON (N E A ) - 
Though expected new Watergate 
indictments 
have 
not 
yet 
been 
handed down and the Senate Ervin 
com m ittee is just getting to major 
witnesses, the feeling spreads here 
that President Nixon is on safer 
ground than he was a few weeks 
ago. 
Then the notion of his resignation 
under continuing fire was taking fair 
hold. The thought was even stirring 
in the minds of som e of the m ost 
respected 
Republican 
governors, 
including Michigan’s Gov. William 
Milliken as voiced at the governor’s 
early June meeting at Lake Tahoe. 
The 
resignation 
prospect 
is 
seen 
to d a y 
a s 
dim inishing. 
The 
m o r e 
d r a s t i c , 
drawn-out 
p r o c e d u r e 
o f 
congressional 
impeachment never 
has been seriously 
c o n s id e r e d 
by 
influential 
lawmakers, despite 
polls 
reporting 
at 
le a s t 
h alf 
th e 
American 
people favor it if it is demonstrated 
that Mr. Nixon either had prior 
knowledge of the Watergate 1972 
break-in, 
or 
took 
part 
in 
the 
aftermath cover-up. 
One important GOP source sa y s: 
“ I was one of those who saw 
resignation as almost inevitable, 
with the President unable to cope 
with 
the 
endless, 
unpredictable 
barrage. But I think now that he has 
the situation stabilized 
“ If he is still in his job by fall, I 
think he'll hang on and go the 
route.” 
If this appraisal and others like it 
are correct, the question has to be: 
What changed the outlook? 
A considerable body of seasoned 
W ashington 
p o litic ia n s 
and 
observers 
of 
course 
credit 
the 
President’s successful wooing to his 
staff 
of 
two 
old 
pros, 
former 
Defense Secretary Melvin Laird and 


Bryce Harlow, experienced aide to 
the late President Eisenhower and 
to Mr. Nixon himself in the early 
stages of his regime. There is strong 
conviction that these two, far more 
than the evidently disillusioned 
John Connally, will help get the 
President back on a good working 
track and keep him from cracking 
under the heavy Watergate assaults. 
Secondly, Mr. Nixon apparently 
has had some success, through his 
fresh attention to the economy and 
his extended talks here with Soviet 
leader 
Leonid 
Brezhnev, 
in 
reestablishing 
him self 
as 
an 
effec tiv ely 
functioning 
ch ief 
executive. 
Third, despite the polling evidence 
on 
impeachment, 
a 
good many 
veteran appraisers here think the 
Ervin 
hearings 
are 
already 
swamping the American people in 
c o n fu sio n . 
It 
h as 
b eco m e 
exceedingly difficult for even close 
watchers of the Watergate scandal 
to tell who did what to whom. 
Conflicts in testimony are rampant, 
and perjury is obvious. 
Says one GOP source: 
“People can’t take it all. It’s a 
big, amorphous thing. 
“The hearings have become a kind 
of show If you look sweet on the 
stand, you’re O.K. Think of Jeb 
Magruder 
(former 
Nixon aidei. 
He s confessed to perjury in the 
Watergate trial which led to the 
conviction of seven men Yet some 
com m ittee members praised him 
for his candid testimony. I thought 
they 
were 
going 
to 
pass 
the 
handkerchief around ” 
With the big business in the wings, 
the hearings may or may not take on 
a continuing, interesting life of their 
own However that may be. the view 
grows here that — even if shown to 
be involved — Mr Nixon just may 
survive it all
